Once again, the report of tho 
Medical Officer of flealth hax 
roveuled that consumptin is tho 
greatest ofall the dread disousos 
of this Colony, In timos of an 
epidensic of any of the notifiable 
disouses. such as plague, small 
pox, typhoid, ele, a groat donl of 
public attention is foenssed on 
hoalth matters and there is much 


istic and pother on the part of 


Unofficials and otherae. But it 
seoms that it has yet to be 
realixed that there uro well over 
a dozen deaths in this Colony 
every day from tho great white 
scourge of consumption. AU 
around us this torriblo disease, 
born of overcrowding, is taking 
its toll of human life. In tho 
official returns it is divided up 
under the hogdings of “ respira- 
tory discasos” and “tuboroulosis” 
and “pulmonary diseases,” but 
it needs no medical confirmation 
for us all to know that these aro 
but sub-divisions of the great 
consumptive family, The death 
rate umong the Chineso of this 
Colony is give as being over 26 
por thousand, and rospiratory 
disouses accounted for no fower 
than 36.7 por cont. of the total 
Chinose doaths. In othor words, 
and in ordor lo ‘yot it cloaror 
stutod, one duath in every threo 
iu from lung disease. - : 


Surely wo have beon blind to 
this stato of allairs, Whilst it 
has ofton been pointed out that 
consumption takes a heavy toll 
of life and that we neod to cloar 
away, as soon as ty ‘possible, tho 
donsoly populated and congested 
districts of this City, itis portin- 
ent to ask what has beon donc 
to bring about'any improvemont.

Indian Problems. 

In roading the cables from 
Calcutta reporting the assembling 
of Indian Swarajist leadors to 
protest against - rocont arrosty 
of agitators, carriod out “un 
dor, on Ordinance giving 
the Raj greator ‘powors than 
before, one is Ied to wondor 
just how the reforms instituted a 
fow years ago have worked and 
are working. Indoed, one is in- 
clined: to consider these to have 
failod, in view of the continued 
agitation for direct and absolute 
homo rule. It is interosting tu ob- 
sorvo the commonts of a recent 
writor, who oxaminedthe “revolt” 
in the Indian Legislature whoreby 
a Govornmont voto for Bengal 
Ministers’ salarios was defeated. 
Tho rojectionof this vote, ho states, 
is taken ae evidence of the failure 
of the first instalmont of Indian 
solf-government. “ Diarchy” is 
not rogarded aa responsible in the 
prosent tempor of tho Swarajists; 
it is probable that any systom of 
control that stopped short of the 
comploto abdication of British 
authority would have shared a 
similar fate. This viow is strong- 
thened by the dobato -in the 
Logislative Assembly on the. ro- 
commendations of the Lee Come 
mission om tho Higher Civil 
Sorvices and the rejection of the 
roport by 68 votes to 46. In the 
Council of State more rational 
viows provailed. But the 
Swarajists are out for complete 
Indianization, and will ‘considor 
nothing jin the naturo.of « half- 
way policy. : 


A Bluuder? 


Whether “diarchy” can bo re-, 
imposed in tho. disaffected pro- 
vinces with any prospect uf suc- 
cess has now bocome extromely 
problematical. Many __well- 
wishors of India would welcome 
the collapse of the Montagu- 
Cholmsford reforms as, in thoir 
viow, in the bost interasts of the 
masses of India. Authoritics on 
India’s intorna) conditions, like 
Lord Sydonhum, have never con- 
cealed thoir conviction that those 
reforms wero a blundor, and: o 
mere pandoring to a fractional 
minority of sodition-mongers at 
the oxponso of British prostige. 
Somo, liko Sir Elliot Colvin, 
dooply rogrot -the porvorsity 
which has blightod tho Roforins, 
whilst othora, like Sir Ali Imam, 
take tho ‘view that Indian 
local autonomy has not been 
carried far enough. Sir Ali 
Imam_ favours complete pro- 
vincial self-government with a 
local legisInture, and a Governor 
and Cabinet, subject to the 
rosorvation to tho Contra} 
Governmont of such sorvicos. 26 
tho Army, the Indian Marino, 
and the Foroign and’ Political 
Departments. A factor te whioh 
too little prominence .is given in 
thoso schomes of Indian constitu: 
tional reform ore. tho Ruling 
Chiofs, who ‘exorojsco horeditary 
soveroign rights ovor, torritorics 
colloctivoly nearly two-thirds tho 
area of tho British. Provinoos, 
with savonty millions of subjeote, 
How long will thoy tolezate these 
oxporimonts in .demooracy: at 
their doors? aske “the writer.
